attracted the attention of his fellow 
townsmen with the establishment pf 
p. small insurance company.

Burton Banks—is the center of state- 
wide interest, the result of a financial 
upheave! that rocked the entire state. 


The wave of hysteria that carried 


two of his insurance companies, the 
Home Accident and Home Fire, into 
receivership, and caused 40 banks in 
which he was interested to close their 
doors along with 30 independent insti- 
tution::, jarred the financial founda- 
tion oi Arkansas for a week—Novem- 
ber 17-22. 


Banks, who stood out 
among the 


state's financial figure, was born 65 
years ago in southern Arkansas. His 
first occupation was that of a tinner 
at Fordyce. Later he taught school 
and then branched into the building 
and loan business with a small agency 
at Fordyce.. 


With his building and loan enter- 


prise he conducted a small insurance 
business, which developed so rapidly 
that he soon gave up the building and 
loan, work and devoted his entire time 
to the insurance business. In 1900 he 
incorporated the Home Life at;d Ac- 
cident insurance . 'company, 
whijch 


formed the nucleufl for I ho three com- 


panies established later. 


Several years ago Banks moved the 


headquarters for the Home companies 
to Little Rock and expanded by leaps 
and bounds. At the time the Home 
Accident and Hope Fire companies 
were thrown into receivership by the 
state insurance department they were 
operating in 13 states and transacting 
an immense volume of business. 


After firmly establishing himself in 


the field of insurance, Banks widened 
his activities to the banking sphere, 
becoming president of the American 
Exchange Trust Company here and 
hcklint: large blocks of stock in the 
ff. B. Banks group, with units locat- 
ed in every Section of the state. 


The financier and his wife, Lottie

children.
